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This decision is issued in response to applicants' "Petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a)" 
filed 13 July 2006 to accept the application without the signature of joint*inventor, David 
Thomas Forrest. 



On 06 December 2004, applicants filed international application PCT/US02/40629, 
which claimed priority of an earlier application filed 05 December 2003. Pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.495, the deadline for payment of the basic national fee in the United States was to 
expire 30 months from the priority date, 06 June 2006. 

On 05 June 2006, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national 
stage in the United States, which accompanied by, inter alia: the requisite basic national 
fee as required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1); a copy of the international application; a preliminary 
amendment; and a petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a). In a decision dated 30 June 2006, 
applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1. 47(a) was dismissed without prejudice. 



On 13 July 2006, applicants filed the present renewed petition under 37 CFR 
1.47(a). 



A petition under 37 CFR 1, 47(a) must be accompanied by (l) the fee under 37 CFR 
1.17(h), (2) factual proof that the missing joint inventor refuses to execute the application 
or cannot be reached after diligent effort, (3) a statement of the last known address of the 
missing inventor, and (4) an oath or declaration by each 37 CFR 1.47(a) applicant on his or 
her own behalf and behalf of the non-signing joint inventor.
